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3. The Glory of God ought to be the 
principal Aim of all our Undertakings, be- 
cauſe the Glory of God is no other than our own Hap- 
pineſs, For though the Glory of God, and 
the Happineſs of Mankind are often repre- 
ſented to us under diftiact CharaQers, | yet 
if duly apprehended they cannot but appear 
to be one and the ſame thing, Whatlſoever 
1s the ultimate End of our beſt and honefteſt 
Endeavours;: that at the ſame time 1s ſufh- 
cient to make Man: happy, and to glorifie 
his Maker. As1it 1s the end of our Labours, 
and 1s agreeable to our Human Nature, fo 
it 15 the Creatures Good ; but: as it is the 
Reward of. our Vertue,  and' 1s agreeable: to, 


the Divine Will, fo it is the Creator's Glo-- 


ry. And upon this account it 1s, that God 
who created Man on purpoſe to make him 
happy, fays likewiſe by T/aiah, that he crea- 
ted him £ his own Glory, ' But if © this 
indeed be the Caſe, we need not then be 
directed to aim at the Glory of God 1n all 
our. Undertakings,: tor as we are Men, and 
Maſters -of right Reaſon, we ſhall be ſure 
ſo todo. It remains only, that as _ an 

ri- 
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Chriſtians we propoſe 1t to our ſelves urider 
that Notion, and that we terminate” out 
Hopes in this or that ultimate Reward; not 
for our own ſake, but for the ſake of our 
Creator. This, if we could once! practice 
ir,” would prove an excelletit 'Rule © for the 
Condutt 'of our whole Life. This would 
be ſuch a. bleſſed ſubordination'of our Ht- 
man Nature 'to the Heroick Spirit- of Chri- 
fManity, that we atcortlitig'to the Diftates 
of right Reaſon, ſhould in: all things be made 
happy ; and God according to the Difates 
of Religion in all things ſhould be glorified.

I having been already afferted, that the |

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follow that thoſe may be chiefly laſtrumen# 
tal in promoting the Glory of their Maker, 
who either by Nature, by Fortune, or 
Education, / are fitted to be beneficial to 
their Fellow-Creatures, For the further 
i[luſtcation of which ; Weare to know that 
God is a bountiful and indulgent Parent 
to the, Univerſe. He no ſooner had crea- 
ted the World by his: Power, but he plen- 
tifully endow'd- it by his Goodneſs. He 
has provided not only for the Neceſſities, 
but alſo for the Pleaſures and Perfe&ions 
of Life. He has furniſh'd us with an in- 
exhauſtible variety of Materials for 'the 
Goods. of the Mind, 'the Goods of the 
Body, and the Goods of Fortune; for 
Riches, | for Pleaſure, for Vertue, for Re- 
ligion, and the like. In theimean time, 
there needs only - ſome large and exalted 
Spirits to be the Diſpenſers: of the Ab 
mighties Bounty : Men who are worthy 
to diſplay, to propagate, and'to commu- 
nicate the Gifts of Heaven : Men who 
by leng Habits of Induftry and Reſolution, 
have made it their- familiar Province, to 

C 2 im- 
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improve themſelves, and enrich: the Pubs- 
lick. But that theſe happy Opportunities 
of being ſerviceable to. the Glory of God, 
are in a great meaſure; peculiar tothe Ini+ 
ployment 'of [Fravellmg.and Traffiquing 
with Foreign Nations, ts what I ſhall en- 
deavour to prove from no other than thoſe 
Three Particulars, whach are plainly hint- 
ed 'tm my. Text; namely, | 1;.;Becauſe 3t 
advances our Native Country., - 2. Becauſe 
it acquaints us with the Works of the 
Creation. . . 3. Becauſe, it :acquaints us 
with the Difpenſations _ of | Providence; 
Therefore, - 
' 1. Iravel and Forergn [Commerce may - 
be ſerviceable to the Glory 'of God as 
they .are a Means of advancing our Na- 
tive :Country, :*. bas {1 
{When at firſt Providenee diftributed its 
Goodneſs: to the- ſeveral Inbabitants of the 
Earth, to theſe it gave Fruits, to thoſe 
Metals, -and :to others Precious Stones: : 
but on. its Favourite and beloved-People, 
It beſtow'd a Spirit and a Genjus- te uſe 
theſe Treaſures of the Creation, - Trea- 
| {ures 
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ſures not ſprung up amongſt them, leſt 
they ſhould adminiſter to their 1gnorance 
and Idleneſs ; but rather ſhown them at 
# diſtance, the. better to incourage and to 
provoke their Induftry, Theſe Men there- 
fore receive Vigour and Adivity from their 
own, but Food and Raiment from other 
Climates. At Home they make Laws and 
ere& a Polity; but Abroad they ranſack 
both the Eaſt and the Weſt for Riches. Valu- 
able Bleſfings theſe ; if we imploy'd them 
to the Credit of Religion, and in the Ser- 
vice of him, who firſt planted this Wealth 
in other Countries, and then ſhow'd us 
the way to bring it hither. But whatever 
be the Ends to which they are at Home 
converted, 'tis the Traveller and the Mer- 
chant to whom we are beholden,for thoſe 
good things of the Earth, which, others 
make the matter either- of tlieir Vice or 


Vertue. Theſe are they who bring us in the. 


Fruits, the Treaſures, and when they tga 
are_laudable, even the Cuſtoms of our 
Neighbours. Theſe are they who have rais'd 
not only whole Trading Nations, but Ws

lefler Marts and Cities of Traffick, to be 
the Wonder of the World. Infomuch 
that either in Sacred or Profane Hiſtory, 
no Place of old was ever mention'd with 
a Veneration equal to that of Tyre : Thre, 
fays the Prophet "Ifaiah , the crowning City, 
whoſe Merchants are Princes, whoſe Traffickers 
the Honourable of the Earth. 

2. Travel and Foreign Commerce are 
ſerviceable to the Glory of (30d, as far 
as they are the Means of acquainting us 
with the Works of the Creation. 

When the Sea was as yet lock'd up from 
the Uſe and Obſervation of Mankind, they 
were then ſtrangely unacquainted with the 

arts of the Creation ; and the narrow- 
neſs of that Sphere wherein they convers'd 
detain'd 'them from any large and exalted 
Speculations, But when the Expertence 


of Navigation had open'd another Scene, 


and the new World of Waters was added 
to that other of the Earth, then the 
boundleſs Curiofity of Man was overcome 
with a variety of- Wonders. With Ter- 
rour and Amazement he travell'd over the 

: track- 
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trackleſs Ocean : and the immeaſurable ex- 
rended Main led him by degrees to con- 
ceive the Inhnity of Him, whoſe way is m 
the Sea, and his path im the great Water, Fo 
fay nothing of thoſe other ſurprizing Ob- 
jets that adorn the proſpe&t of the Deep : 
thoſe raging Waves, thoſe impending Rocks, 
that herd of monſtrous Animals. Add to 
this, thoſe various Conftellations, that dif- 
ferent appearance of the Planets, that new 
viciſhtude of Days and Seafons, together 
with the innumerable unknown ProduCtions 
of diſtant Countries. All which when 
we reflect upon, we ſhall think that the 
Pſalmift had reafon to cry thus Patheticafly 
towards the Throne of Grace : Lord, how 
manifold are thy Works ! in Wiſdom haſt thou 
made them all : the Earth is fall of thy Rithes, 
So # this great and Wide Sea, wherein are things 
creeping innumerable, both ſmall and great Beafts. 
There go the Ships ; there is that Leviathan, 
whom thou haft made to play therein. (Pſa. 104. 
24, 25, 26.) For theſe are all matter of 


 Aﬀtoruſhment, even whife they continue 


under the ken of Reafon only : bur being 


Once 
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once {ubje&t to the naked Eye, and become 
the viſible Obje&s of our outward Appre- 
henſions, they then directly lead us to the 
Contemplation of Things above, and fix 
our Thoughts on him, who 1s the Author 
and Diſpoſer of them all. So that view- 
ing the Univerſal Cauſe in this multiplt- 
city of Effeas, and taking ſome Eſtimate 
of God from the Grandeur ot his Works, 
we may preſume with holy Job to make 
that familiar Exclamation ; I bave heard of 
thee by the hearing of the Ear ; but now mine. Eye 
ſeeth thee. (Job 42.5.) But, 

. Travel and F oreign Commerce are 
ſerviceable to. the Glory of God, as they 
are a Means of acquainting us with the 
Diſpenſations of Providence. 

To illuſtrate which Propofition, I need 
only cite that part of this exalted Pſa/m 
which follows the Verſes of my. Text : 
They that go down to the Sea in Ships, that do 
Buſmeſs im great Waters ; Theſe ſee the Works 
of the Lord, and his. Wonders \in the Deep. - For 
be commanderl and raiſeth the ſtormy, Wind, which 
lifteth wp the Waves thereof, They mount up to 

the 
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the Heaven, they go down again to the depths ; 
their Soul is melted becauſe of trouble, They reel 
to and fro, and ſtagger like a drunken Man, and 
are at their wits end. Then they cry unto the 
Lord in their trouble, and he bringeth them out 
of their diſtreſſes. He maketh the ſtorm a calm, 
ſo that the waves thereof are ſtill, Then are they 
lad becauſe they be quiet ; ſo he bringeth them to 
their defired Haven. 

Lo, here a large deſcription of Provi- 
dential Goodneſs ! Lo, here a mixture of 
Judgment - and Mercy, that will admit of 
no Comment or farther Illuſtration. It is 
ſo lively, and fo Poetical a paſſage ; it fo 
repreſents that Scene of Danger to all who 
have had the leaft Experience of Maritime 
Aﬀairs ; it ſo recolle&ts to them the whole 
variety of their Fortune ; it ſo urges them 
to remember, how in the midſt of theſe 
Fears and Uncertainties they have yet fail'd 
ſecurely over that dangerous and. devour- 
ing Element. But if we take a view of Na- 
tional as well as of Perſonal Providence 3 
It cannot but be entertaining to all thoſe 
who have been call'd into Foreign Parts, 
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to obſerve the dealings af Alnighty God 
with thoſe places which heretofqre were 
the Seat of his true Religion. Ta ſee that 
unworthy Land of Paleſtine, unworthy 
afaretime af the Prophets, the Mefliah, 
and the Apoſtles, now deſervedly become 
a Shame, and a Deſart, and the Portiqn af 
an 1gnorant and unbelieving People. In 
the mean time, we who were then a Na- 
tion overſpread with Error and thick Dark- 
neſs, do now enjoy the pureft Light and 
Prateſhon of the Goſpel. Nay, it has 
been the Fate of this very Kingdom ta have 
gat ta it ſelf not only the Religion, but 
alſo the Trade of thaſe Eaſtern Countries. 
And as the greedy * Tyrians of ald traffickt 
ta theſe Iſles for Tis and Silver, and re- 
ſery'd us as their peculiar Mart, unknown 


as yet to, other Nations of the Earth ; ſo. 


we who were then impoveriſh'd and ex- 
hauſted by them, do now by an happy turn 
of Providence, fetch in our Stores and 
our Riches from the Land of Tyre and Sidon, 
Wanderful things are theſe, and not in- 
feriour to thoſe other, of which it was 


once 
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once ſaid in a ſtrain of Prophefie , Who 


ſhall live when God doth this ? (Numb. 24. 23.) 


But having infifted thus far upon the Se- 
cond General Head, and ſhown that the 
Glory of God may more eſpecially be pro- 
moted by Travel and Foreign Commerce ; I 


proceed now, 


Thirdly, To conſider what Duties are 
more immediately incumbent upon thoſe 
whom Providence has call'd to that im- 
portant Service. 

If what has hitherto been urg'd can con- 
vince any confiderate and thoughtful Per- 
ſon, 1. That the Glory of God ought 
principally to be endeavour'd after ; and 
then, 2. That it may thus happily be at- 
tain'd by Travel and Foreign \- na: ; 
it will here naturally follow that thoſe , 
whoſe Lot is fall'n in this ſo Honourable 
a Service, are lyable to many great aud 
fignal Obligations : Which that they may 
the better be exemplified, with an eye to 
the ſeveral parts of the foregoing  Diſ- 
courſe, I ſhall endeavour briefly to com-

rehend them under theſe Three General 
Heads. Firſt, The Duty of Praiſe to 


God. Secondly, The Duty of Example to 


our Neighbour. Thirdly, The Duty of 
Confideration with our ſelves. There- 
fore, 

Firſt, Thoſe who are imploy'd in Travel 
and Foreign Commerce are oblig'd to the 
Duty of praifing God. 

It is a confeft Principle, and that too 
even in Natural Religion, That as far as 
we are poſſeſs'd of the good things of this 
Life, ſo far we are Debtors to the boun- 
tiful Hand of God. Which as it is true 
of all, ſo moſt remarkably of that' Order 
of Men, to which we are now addrefling. 
For there is a wide and palpable difference 
betwixt the Profeffion of the FHusbandman 
and the Merchant. The one is. inrich'd by 
the ordinary Womb of Nature ; but the 
other by the immediate Care of Provi- 
dence : The one grows fat in. his own 
Land, but the other in a Land that 1s not 
his : The one 1s wont to reap in propor- 
tion to what he ſows, but the other 1s often 

bleſt 
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bleſt with a much more abundant unex- 
pected Afﬀfuence. From all which Parti- 
culars the true and genuine Inference muſt 


needs be this ; v3. That if the Benetits 


which thoſe enjoy are ſeven times due to 
God, then theſe are indebted to him ſeventy 
times ſeven, But be it more or leſs which 
Heaven has intruſted to us; As a Jew or 
an Heathen would repay theſe with the 
Firſt-Fruits of his Temporal Increaſe ; ſo 
a true Chriſtian will prepare his devout 
Acknowledgments # | ain. Sacrifices than 
thoſe, He will thank his Almighty Bene- 
factor, not in an air of Boaſting, but in 


devout and mental Adorations : Not in the | 


Market-place, but in the inmoſt privacy 
of the Clofet : Not for that he has made 
him Rich, but that of his Grace and Mer- 
cy he has granted him enough. After 
which, he will be careful to 1mploy the 
Overplus, to the Honour of Religion, in 
the Education of-his Family, or for the 
Benefit of his Native Country. And doubt- 
leſs, this is the moſt likely progreſs to com- 


pleat the ſeveral degrees of an — 
| elt- 
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Religious Praiſe. For a truly generous 
Mind is ſentible of all its real Obligations ; 
a ſenſe of our Obligations will remit us 


to the thoughts of Providence 3 the

Gods Mercies ; the memory of Gods Mer- 
cies will beget a Chriſtian Gratitude ; and 
that Gratitude will break forth into the 
Ejaculation of the Bleffed Pſalmift ; 0h 
that Men would therefore praiſe the Lord for bis 
Goodneſs, and for his wonderſul Works to the 
Children of Men.

| bour, 


As the Example of each ſingle Perſon is 
always to be meaſur'd by the Character 
which he bears ; ſo in ſome ſence it is true, 
that none bear a greater CharaGter than 
thoſe, whom Providence has ordain'd to 
any Foreign Imployment. For the Charge 
which they carry with them is, in trath, a 
ſacred and , ineſtimable Charge : no leſs 
than the Credit of their Religion and thei 
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Native Country. They ought to approve 
themſelves Abroad not only as Perſons of 
fober and honeſt Converſation ; but what 
is much more, as becomes true Engliſh- 
men and fincere Chriſtians. So that if by 
means of thofe who ſhall travel from hence 


| into the Unbelieving World, this Nation is 


not eſteem'd as a Brave, a Generous and 
Heroick People ; this Faith as an Holy, 
Sincere and Heavenly Profeſſion ; the fault 
will lye at their doors, whoſe Life and 
whoſe Behaviour have miſrepreſented ei- 


ther, But as theſe are. the Circumſtances 
_ of our Country-men Abroad ; fo being re- 


turn'd Home, the Caſe is not much alter'd: 


For theſe are the Men who committed them-- 


ſelves and their Fortune to Gods imme- 
diate Proteion ; theſe are the Men: who 
have proſper'd in that ſtate of Life ; theſe- 


are the Men who have ſeen the Works of the- 
Lord, and his Wonders in the Deep ; and there-- 


fore theſe too are the Men who ſtand ob- 
lig'd to a more exa& performance of their 
Duty. Otherwiſe there never will be want« 
ing ſuch weak and unwary Perſons, who 

being 
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being leſs acquainted with the Diſpenſa- 
tions of Providence, will be led by theſe 


great Authorities into the like remitneſs of 


Obedience. And then they, by whoſe 
Example our moſt holy Religion 1s thus un- 
happily diſhonourd , will appear at the 
great TI ribunal, not only guilty of their | 
own, but likewiſe as partakers of other Mens 
Sins, (1 Tim, 5.22,) But, 

Thirdly and Laſtly, Thoſe who are im- 

loy'd in Travel and Foreign Commerce, 
are oblig'd to the Duty of Confideration 
with themſelves. 

The Art of knowing ones ſelf is what ſome 
Heathens have much talk'd of, but what 
ſome Chriſtians have better praftic'd. And 
in truth it is ſo deſirable aPertec&ion;that it is 
much to be wiſh'd that the ſeveral ſtations 
and degrees of Men were acquainted with 
it : Eſpecially the Merchant and the Traveller, 
in whoſe Life there muſt needs be ſo great 
a variety of Accidents, ſo many remark- 
able Events, and ſuch a mixture of. Joy 
and Wonder, as will be always entertain- 
ing to themſelves. To this end it would
